The druge are probably responsible for
the greater sctivity of the habitual erimi»
nale, but unemployment and extravagant
habits are lending men Into crime who have
hitherto not come in contact with the crimi-
nal laws.

With a decrease of unemployment, crime
arising from that cause Is likely to fall
off, and ns we get farther from the war ¢ra
tho extravagant habits will have to be
abandoned and there will be fewer moral
weaklings tempted to dishonesty in order to
keep up the old seale of expenditures, But
no one can tell what will reduce the ac-
tivity of the habitual eriminals. A more
rigid enforcement of the law might help,
but the drug-crazed criminnl i% no more
deterred by fear of the law than o drink-
crnzed celminal nsed to be,

Take, for purposes of illustration, Sena-
tor Vare's talk about Harry A. Mackey and
the governorship, The unsophisticated
would be likely to infer from it that the
Senator is irrevocably committed to the
support of Mackey, when as n matter of
fact the thing in which he is chiefly inter-
exted is the preservation of his sta ding as
a State leader

Without any doubt he sonld be delighted
with the nomination of Mackey, because
then be would bave a Governor of his own
and eould play politics on n bronder stage
than that on which he now makes his exits
and his entrances, Muckey is n ward poll-
tician whose personal politienl Influence
does mnot extend faur beyond his  ward
boundarios, He was an expert damage lawe
yor before he beenme chnirman of the Work-
man's Compensation UVoard, and he has
been on the whole n sntisfactory chairman.
Senator Vare is awnre of the wenkness as
well as the strength of Mackey, but Mackey
is strong enough to serve lils purposes,
Senator Vare can hardly expeet Mackey
to be pecepted by the other leaders as the
orgnnization candidate, e is too well
aware of oonditions for that. Ile knows
thnt the last two Governors have come from
this end of the State and that [t is regarded
as politically expedient to select the candi-
date this year from the Central or Waestern
districts.  DBut when the leaders get to-
gether to chooke the man who la to have
their support in the primaries Senator Vire
sxpeets to be consulted. He will tell them |,
tLhat Mackey ought to be nnmed, and they
will explain to him that the eastern part
of the State has Lkad the Governor long
enough nand that the nominntion ought to
go to such and such a man from Pittsburgh
or fuch atother man from Indiana or York
County. After making n show of pbjection
which will deceive no one, the Senator is
likely to soy something llke this:

s0Of the men you nnme so and so seemg
to me to be the best and I am willing to
support him, ™’ ;

Then ufter the man 18 nominated the
Senator will see to it that he knows that he
agreed to his selection, und after he is
elocted the Senator will proceed to collect
for his support by getting appointments for
Wis friends to State positions and by gets
ting executive approval for bills that he
SPONROLS, "

This is the way the game is played not
only by the Senator, but by all’ the other
lenders. They do not admit it to one an-
other, but they all know whnt they nare
after and no one is deceived rave those who
bave not troubled themselves to follow the
course of events,

The same rules apply in the national
arena, 'The favorite sons pop up in the
national party conventions as pawns In the
struggle for power, When the vote for a
favorite son is thrown to a candldute who
ean be nominated his supporters ulwnys
demand something in return. They get a

Ilave Some Musical Value

*“Thosy street cries have certain musieal
attribetes, which have not been overlooked
hy some of the most nationalistic composers,
Charpentier in his opera ‘Louise’ has given
n prominent place to the street calls and
sounds of I'avis, and, to go much further
back, Orlando Gibbons and other musiclaus
turned these sounds into whit was known
#s ‘Fancies," some of which uchieved great
wopularity,  The, street sounds of Nuples
Imw. long been n favorite lield for Itnlian
comporery, not only to introduce ns part of
the local musical ecolor, but ulso for the
muslenl value of the sounds themselves, ule
though the treatment such rounds have re-
ceived from the composers bay done guych o
establish their permanent musical positlon,
Among the latest of the modern Italians to
use this form of expression 1s Maliplero,

“‘Among the European cities, London i
pechaps the, most distinctive and ane of tle
most fertile in the number of streer calls
possesses,  Sir Frederick Drldge, in.a recent
nddress, gave a partinl lst of some of the
older street eries nsed in the metropolis of
the British Emplee., Bir Froderick asserts
thnt there were thirteew different cries for
tieh, eighteen for frult, eleven for vegetables,
thirteen for articles of clothing, fourteen for
household artleles,  fourteen for  different
kinds of food, nine tradesmen's ervios, begging
cries for prisoners and Dedlawe nwl flve
watehmen's enlls,

“‘Philadelphia is not behind the other great
¢ities in the number nnd the chnracteeiistie
qualities of her street ealls and sounds, 1
js true that they ure npt so numerous a4 they
formerly were, anid some of the most futer-
esting ones have apparently disappearad, Bt
there are thousands who remember o (ew of
the best known of them, sucl us ‘pepper
wot, all hot,’ ‘sweet corn,” ‘strawberries’
and others. Little is left of these jausical
and interesting enlls, especlally on the Jead-
ing thoroughfares where they onee rosoundn]
dally, except the nasal yawp of the newshoy,
the whine of a few vagmen ond thot of nn
oeeaslonal seissors grinder.

A Peculiar Legaey

v8ome of “the street enlls nee legacies
handed down from one generation to an-
other, where the ‘business’ has desoendm
from father to son. ‘Thus the manner of
calling _the dﬂﬂf newspnpers in eertyin
cities, Philadelphla nmong theny, is in some
instunces set to different melodie mutifs, if
we may apply thiy term,

‘'Hireel hawking in the most primitive (type
of selling; and If one Wil go to the Ttalian
quarter of Philadelphla on some busy marker
night, he will find the street-side vopndprs
still enlling thelr wares in charnotorisie
and not unmelodions sownils,  This faet s
purticularly true of the Fust Side i New
York, where the nolse often renches st
pandemonium.  In fact, New York hus pe-
tuined the street nolses of w quarter of o
century ngo to n greater extent than lins
Philadelphia, |

A Street Missionary

*In New York there was a colored man
who also carried his platter of wares on his
head. He sold honey and would call the
word ‘honey’ four times on a high note and
on the last eyliable descend an octave with
nblltlldlns tone which was far from disagree
able.

Why Sounds Have Ceased

‘‘These rounds, so full of color and char-
neter, have now pretty well ceased in the
Iarger communitles, here are several ren-
sons for this. Iouse-to-house selling hns
stopped to a large extent, being superseded
by Improved and more profitable methods of
merchandizing, and this is perhaps the chief
reason wh]y we no longer hear these attrae-
tive sounds during the duy and the early
evening,

“Muchinery and electricity, which have
come Into such general use, furnish another
reuson why the cries of the streets have
lurgely disappeared. Modern advertising is
still nnother, as all these things tend toward
selling in bulk and therefore mnke the street
\-mutior. to n eertain cxtent, o thing of the
paet,

“The pussing of the street ealls and of the
pleasing street musie unquestionably robs (he
city of a great deal of eolor. Awerican cities
e l;ucgl:nl_ng monotonous in a grent many
ways, This In some respects is due to the
¢hain store, One may go on Main street in
every city, town and hamlet from the At-
lantic to the Pacific and be sure to ran into
the #nme fronts, displaylng the snne kind of
goods, with litlle or no personality and o
kind of meelmnicnl uniformdty which makes
it appene as if our great eities were tumble
out of an immensn eity-muking machine
